SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer image file entitled dana22.jpg is classified as: 

Unrestricted. 

The publication shows a part of the body of a child, who appears to be pulling up her or 
his top. There is a low level of nudity in the image, and no focus on the child's genital 
region. The child's pose appears spontaneous, without any overt sexual component. 
Given these factors, the publication does not promote, support or tend to promote or 
support the exploitation of children for sexual purposes. The Classification Office also 
considers that the publication does not exploit the nudity of children to any significant 
extent or degree. 

The provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) have been 
taken into account in determining the classification of these publications. An 
unrestricted classification places no restriction on the right to freedom of expression 
outlined under s14 of the NZBR Act. 
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
